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tilian agreed with it ; though Mr. Greaves, who 
meafured both thefe Feet with great Care, fouud 
fbmeDifference betvveen them, ftating x\\zCoffutian, 
as above, 967, andthe Statilian gyz. But by Toe- 
tus's quoting Thilander, it is plain he had not 
himfelf mcalured thelatter ; and thercfore the Foot, 
callcd by him the Colotian and Statilian, is ind.ed 
purely the Colotian or Cojfutian Foot , and the 
iame has occurred to me aiio very nearly from my 
Meafureof theHeightof the Trajan PilJar, which 
I find, from the Ground to theTop ofthe Cimatium 
of the Capitol, tobe uyFeet iolnchesl; andthis 
Height divided by 120, gives very nearjy 966 for 
the Quotient. 

For the Greek Foot there feems to be no further 
Myftery,than that it was inteuded to be madeto the 
Roman in the Proportion collected from Tliny, 
which is, that 6z$ Roman Feet made dooGreeh, by 
which Account the Greek Foot ihould contain 1007 
of fuch Parts as the Roman contains 967 ; and the 
aclual Quamity 1 tookoff was 1006.
